Dad of 2 victims 
angered former 
Cub leader won't 
receive jail time

A former Cub Scout leader charged 
with molesting several of his fteno park 
members was given probation Tuesday, 
enraging the father of two of his victims. 

Hay Opfcr, 41, received five years of 
probation for one count of lewdness with a 
child under 14. He could have l»ccn sen- 
tenced to a maximum of !0 years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine for the felony 
charge. 

tinder terms of f tic probation, Opfcr 
must not come in contact with any chil- 
dren under age in except lor his own soft 
and a friend of his son. 

'Tm very sorry for the hurt that has 
been caused to all the people involved in 
this incident," he told Washoe District 
Judge Hobin Wright. 

Hut Opfcr's ajHitogv was little comfort 
to a father of two of the victims. The par- 
ent said he was outraged at the sentence 
and (hat the judge slwuld have given 
Opfcr at least one year in jail. 

"They (officials in the District Attor- 
ney's office) roll over and play dead," he 
said. "And how can a judge sit on the 
stand and make a decision tike this! 

"Tt's gross, 1 can't even believe it." 

Deputy District ANorncy Hon Hachow 
said his office had agreed to go along with 
the recommendation reached by the 
Department of Parole and Probation and 
he was hound to follow that agreement. 
The department made the recommenda- 
tion after interviewing Opfer, the victims 
and their parents, Hachow said. 

"Whether yon agree with H or not, it's 
the judge's call," Hachow said. 

The father said be and the parents of 
another victim have filed a lawsuit 
against Opfer and the Cub Scouts for not 
checking Opfcr's background before 
allowing him to he a pack leader. 

Opfcr pleaded guilty Jan. 29 to one 
count of lewdness with a child under 14 
just before he was to face trial. lie was 
originally charged with six counts, but 
three were dismissed last Octol>cr. 

Washoe County authorities charge that 
between September and May ifMtf), 
Opfcr invited the Cub ScouLs to his hot tub 
and would rub their backs, Ihiglis and 
stomachs in a way thai sexually aroused 
him. The boys ranged in age from 10 lo 

n. 

Opfcr's lawyer, Martin Wiener, said 
Opfcr has never even hnd a narking 
ticket. Wiener played down the sex 
charges, saying that on o scale of one to 
10, the seriousness of Opfcr's crimes was 
less than one. 

"We have two Incidents of football tack- 
ling and one in a hot tub," Wiener said. 

Hachow said Ihe charges were serious 
and that Opfer took advantage of the 
youths, who had come to his house to 
work off unpaid Scouting dues.
